Washington, Dec. 12. — Senator Pat- 
teraon Friday Introduced a reeolutlon 
directing the committee on the judi- 
ciary to Inveetigate the strike among 
Uio metaliferous mines of Cripple 
Orook and TeUaride^ Col. Tbo reso- 
hitlon ynm preceded by a long pream- 
ble giving an outline of tho hlstorj' of 
the strike and of the deciaratlon of 
martial law by the governor of the 
Bta>te and the eetabllihment of a press 
cenaonhlp. The preMublo cloeea in 
tho following laapnce: "Whereas, 
By reaaoD of the doings and attitude 
of the governor of saiil stat(\ th^^ 
courts of the state have been rendered 
powerlees to relieve Us citizens of the 
wronge and outrages committed 
•Aninst them by the military anthorl* 
ties of the state and to protect the citi< 
sens there of their constitutional 
rlghtu, and 

"Whereas, The legislature of the 
state can not convene until January, 
1806. unless the goivemmr may call it 
te extraordtnaiy aession. which he has 
repeatedly said ho would not do, and 
by reason of the inability of the court.s 
of tho 8tate to enforce their writs for 
the relief of citizens from military out- 
lage and misrule end because the leg- 
laiature oen not convene for more 
than a year from the present date to 
adopt projior remedial legislation, and 
the government of the state is wholly, 
by reason of the arbitrary and uncon- 
•tltutional action of the governor of 
the ctaite at hla mercy and under his 
ooBtrol, and 

"Whereas, The constitution of the 
United State« giiarantees to each state 
a republican form of government, 

"Heeolved, That the judiciary com- 
mittee be and is hereby directed to 
make investigation ol all matters con- 
nected with existing labor strikers In 
the state of Colorado and as to the 
manner in which the .same have been 
conducted, and ae to the conduct of the 
goremor of the itnte in the use of mili- 
tary in the counties in which said 
■trikes exist, aa to whether or not 
there Is at prenont a republiran form 
Ct government in said state and in tho 
several counties thereof, and what, if 
•ay, leiMetioa may be proper and 
Meesaary to mnlntain In said state a 
republican form of government; and 
to this end, saJd committee may ap- 
point a Buh ronimittco to visit Colorado 
for the taking of testimony, with such 
powers as to commanding the attend- 
ance of witnesses, and the employ- 
ment of olertu and stenographers as 
•ball by the senate be confirmed."

Washington, Dec. 12.— Sonatr- rrhere 
were two speeches in the senate Fri- 
day on the Cuban reciprocity bill, one 
oC them o statement by a demoorat, in 
support ot the bill, and the other by a 
republican in oppoeltlon to It. The 
opposing speech was made by Mr. 
Bard (Cel.), who contended that the 
United States was under no obligation 
to give further aid to Ouha, especially 
when to do ao wo nraat punrae a 
course tnjurlons to oar own Industries. 
Mr. McCreary (Ky.) flUldO his maiden 
speech In the senate and supported 
the bill as in line with our past mag- 
nanimous course towards Cuba, and 
especially beeauae he believed It to 
be a stap towards tariff reform. 

House—Hie ^rth of the republic of 
Panama and Its recognition by this 
government was the subject of a spir- 
ited debate in the houae. Mr. Dins- 
more (dem.. Ark.), during eonsldera* 
tlon o( the pensions appropriation Mil 
severely criticised the administration 
in connection with the canal, and Mr. 
Hift (rep., III.), chairman of the for- 
eign affairs committee, replied in a vig- 
orous defense of the president and bis 
Central American poUcy. Nearly the 
whole of the tour houfs session was 
taken up in a discussion of the isth- 
mian question. House adjourned over 
unUl Monday. ' 

MARITIME NATIONt. 



Resolution Directed Toward the Reduc 
tien of Naval Armament. 

Washington, Dec. 12.- Rrpresonta- 
tivc Gibson, of Tennesse<', Friday In- 
troduced a resolution directed toward 
the reduction of the naval armament 
of the maritimie nations of the world. 
It authorises the president to open ne- 
gotiations with such and so many of 
the maritime nations of the earth as 
he may deem expedient for the pur- 
pose of formulating some International 
agreement whereby the naval arma- 
ments of each nation shall be reduced 
to the minimum consistent with the 
adequate policing of its own waters 
and shores and the protection of its 
own citizens in other lands; the inter- 
national suppression of piracy, priva- 
teering and letters of marque on the 
high seaa, and w<t)i the efficient en- 
forcement of international obligations 
and the maintenance of international 
peace."

He Urgea Provisions For Alaska's Rep* 
intatien In Congr( 



Washington, Dec. 12. — Gov. Brady, 
of Alaska, in his annual report to the 
secretary of the Interior, urK'-s pro- 
vision for Alaska's representation by 
a delegate in congress and says that 
Alaska's main need is fOr pioneers and 
home builders. He urges abolishment 
of the fee system for T^nlted States 
commissioners and deputy marshals 
and the extension of the homestead 
laws. Gov. Brady says that those who 
have traveled throughout the territory 
this year are certain that Alaska to- 
day has a smaller white iN)pulation 
than it had in 1900 and that it is mi- 
gratory. In view of tiie.se fiuts the 
governor deprecates tho agitation for 
a change of government of Alaska 
from district to territorial, though as- 
piring to statehood when Alaska fills 
with a desirable population.

This laiQUlry is 
to have special refOrmce to manufac- 
turers of iron and steel and other met- 
als, of glass and crockery, textile 
goods, boots, shoes, hats, caps and oth-

PARTIES ARE UNDER SURVEIUNCE 



James Gillespie, Brother of Murdered

Myron Barbour, Another Witness, Re- 
fused to Teatlfy Until He Waa 
Threatened With Imprison- 
ment For Contempt. 



Rising Sun, Ind., Dec. 12. — There 
was a scene in tho gnuid Jury room 
Friday afternoon almllar to that of 
Thursday when James OIllesiMe re- 
fused to answer queetlons pn^oonded 
by the prosecutor and waa taken be- 
fore Judge Downey. Myron Barbour, 
a banker, who waa being examined re- 
garding the assassination of Miss 
Elizabeth Olllesple, refused to answer 
questions that were put to him. Bar- 
bour's wife is a sister of Mrs. Dr. Wil- 
liam Gillespie, of Cincinnati. The 
Barbours live across the street from 
the scene of the tragedy and in the 
same house with James Olllesple and 
Mrs. Seward, the widowed sister of 
the victim. While It is not known what 
were the questions to which the wit- 
ness refused to give answers at first, 
it Is currently rnMrted that they p^ 
tained to the scenes about both houses 
on opposite sides of the street at the 
time of the tragedy, as Barbour was 
one of tho first to arrive on the scene 
and assist the aged mother In the care 
of the victim. 

As neither James Olllesple nor Mrs. 
Seward crossed the street to render 
assistance it is reported that the wit^ 
nesses was being questioned as to 
their whereabouts at the time. After 
Barbour was taken before Judge Dow- 
ney and told by the court that he must 
answer the quoatlons or be sent to Jail 
for contempt of court, he went back 
Into the grand Juiry room and answer- 
ed the qu»istlon8, whatever they were. 
It was stated at the court house that 
the witness Thursday was not com- 
pelled to anawer all qoeeions pro- 
pounded to him on the ground that 
they might incriminate him and that 
the witness Friday had no such exemp- 
tion, that he had no other alternative 
than to answer all the questions or go 
to Jail for contenvt of ooort 

Jamea Oaraoa waa the neat witnees, 
and It is thought now that an indict- 
ment will likely be made liefore half 
of tho three score of witnesses that 
have been subpoenaed are examined. 
No arrests, however, is exjtected until 
after the funeral ot Miaa IBlsabeth 
Oillespie next Sunday afternoon. 
MeanUme local officers inake no secret 
of the fact that certato murtles are un- 
der survellance. 

In the post mortem Friday the wad 
which caused the death of Miss Oil- 
leside was extracted from the ear of 
the dead woman. It is about the size 
of a dime and Vaa made of hair. The 
experts here say it was fired from a 
IG-gauge (loiil)le-l)arreied sliotgun and 
it is being held for evidence.

Those in cus- 
tody are Andrew Weed on, the husband 
ot Mrs. Weedon's step^ughter, and 
Ohartoa OelHoii and Ma wlfSb Jaasle, 
son-in-law and daughter.

The Forestry tehool Building at Yn'e 
University Burned. 

New Haven. Ct, Dec. 12.— Tale uni- 
versity sustained a severe loss early 

Saturday morning, when the forestry 
school building was gutte<l by fire. 
The loss Is $100,000 on the building, 
while many fine specimens oC plants 
and treaa. whlA mn not be replaaed, 
were destroyed. 

The fire started, it is believed, from 
an overheated furnace. The building 
was constructed of stone and was 
tluree sto ries high. 

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 12.— Chris C. 
Turner, of Bell county, an Inmate of 
the state peuittntiary for but two 
week.s, died in the hospital of the pris- 
on of typhoid fever. 



Court of Appeala Reversed ths Oe 

cition of the Lower Court. 

Frankfort, Ky , Dec. 12. — The court 
of appeals has reversed the Judgment 
of the Meade circuit court in the case 
of the Calor Oil and Oaa Co. against 
W. C. McOebee and affirmed it in the 
ease of the Louisville Oas Co. against 
the Kentucky Heating Co. 

The cases grow out of alleged efforts 
of tho Louisville Oas Co. to destroy the 
Meade county natural gas fields, from 
which the Kentucky Heating Co. has 
for years been securing the gas which 
It furnishes to consumers of Louis- 
ville. The lx>ulsvllle Gas Co. offi- 
cers organized the Calor Oil and Gas 
Co., the stockholders being A. Hite 
Barrett, Udoli>ho Sneed and J. B. 
Speed. Thla company took over a lot 
of leases on land in Meade county. 
On this territory they erected what 
they called a lampblack factory. This 
factory was CMistructed with a stock- 
ade about it. Inside of which no one 
was allowed to enter and firearms 
were discharged to keep the neigh- 
bors away. When they liegan opera- 
tions the Kentucky Heating Co. had a 
gas pressure of 60 pounds, and In live 
months this waa reduced to 30 pounds. 
The force of the lampblack factory' 
was two men, one for day and another 
for night. In five months the factory 
produced .^tiii pound.s of lampblack 
worth four cents a pound, and had con- 
sumed about 90,000,u00 feet of natural 
gas. No lampblack was ever abipped 
away from the factory. On these facts 
the chancellor enjoined the operation 
of the lampblack factory, as violating 
the statutory laws agitoat the waetlng 
of natural gas. 

The retail price of natural gas for 
fuel In Louisville is 65 cents per 1,000 
feet making the value of the gas al- 
leged to have been consumed In mak- 
ing $12 worth of lampblack J63,500. 

The decision banded down Friday 
puts the lampblack factory out of busi- 
neas.

800 Soldiers on Board. 

DESTINATION THE ATRATO RIVER. 



The Mayflower and Atlanta Proceed to 
the tiulf of Darien to Obtain 
Deflnlta InfonnatioB. 



It la Claimed the Troops Were Sent 
to the Atrato R«glon With Instruc- 
tiana to Build a Read T«> 
warda Panama. 

Colon. Dec. 12 — A dm Coghlan has 
received a letter from IvUther F. Blls- 
wortli, rnite<l States consul at Carta- 
gena, which says that the Colombian 
warship Cartagefla left Cartagena ear- 
ly in December, carrying about 800 
soldiers, its destination being the 
Atrato river region. The contents of 
the letter, which gives no details of 
the movement, have been transmitted 
to the Washington government 

The Mayflower, which left in a south- 
eastward direction Thursday, will Join 
the Atlanta and both veeaels will pro- 
ceed to the Gulf of Darien lo obtain 
deflnlte informatioti as to what is hap- 
pening there. The Mayflower will re- 
turn immediately and report to Adm. 
CoghlaB. 

Oov. Melendec. In an Interview Fri- 
day said: "I have Just learned unoffi- 
cially, throuph iKussen^ers of the Four- 
nel, that the Colombian warships Gen- 
eral Pinzon and Cartagena, left Car- 
tagena at the beginning of December, 
having on boMtf tlM aaae 4W troopa 
which Gen. Tovnr brought to Cnion. 
These were landed at the Rio .Mrato, 
with inRtrucLiona to build a road to- 
wards Panama. But, after terril)le suf- 
fering for four days. In their efforts 
to go iw the river, in small boata and 
canoesfand being In want et pravte* 
Ions of ail kinds, their Ruppliaa htif- 
ing been soaked with water and spoil- 
ed, the troops resolved not to go any 
further. The passengers also affirm 
the tioopa have since returned to Car- 
tagena." 

News has been received from the 

Interior to the effect that l.OiKi CcOom- 
blan troops left Bogota a fortnight ago 
to go down the Magdalene river, but, 
on reaching Honda, they received or- 
dsra eoMtttawianding the movement 
and returned to Bogota on Decem- 
ber 2. 

It is believed that G. n. Reyes is re* 
sponsible for the couniermandfng of 
the orders. 

Gov. Melendez further said that he 
had sent eonunissioners to the ehlefk 
in the Indian territory rcTiiestlng them 
to corre to Colon to Interview the offi- 
cers of tho government on Iniiiortant 
matters concerning tlieir interests.

The last two gentlemen are on the 
committee as special representatives 
of the manufacturing interests. This 
committee was among the first of the 
Gxhlblt Association to get down to 
bard work, and early laat winter ap- 
plied for 6,000 aquare feet of space In 
which to make a display of Kentucky 
tobacco, both in tho leaf and in all 
forms of manufacture. It has had 
several meetings, largely attended, at 
which the plans have rapidly ma- 
tured. A floor plan has Just been ap- 
proved by the Chief of department of 
Agriculture. .Mr. Frederic W. Taylor. 

In the apace assigned Kentiirl^y 
progressive steps In the cultivation 
and handling of tobacco are to be 
showa in miniature, with real soil 
and artificial planta, there being 
seven steps from the plant through 
crop setting, ci'op In top and worming, 
cutting and scaffoldinK. barn curing, 
barn stripping and prl<:ing to break, 
with Belling and storing in hogsheads. 
riie«8 progreaaive itepa are to form 
one side ot the exhibit, being 20 feet 
'n length and 10 feet In width. 
Around the remaining three sides, 
with the necessary opening for vls- 
Itora to enter, will be continuous 
glasB cases, In which are to be shown 
tobacco in all ita tormt ot manufac 
tnre. These caaea are to be five feet 
deep by eight feet high. Within 
them, to carry out the Idea of an edu 
catlonal feature to the visitor, will be 
displayed the tobacco in its original 
state on to Its finished shape ready 
for the market. Above the caaea will 
be displayed tho manufactured to- 
bacco In original packages. 

In the center of this big spaoo will 
be a mammoth leaf of tobacco, made 
up ot aamplea from all parte of the 
atate. so arranged as to form a per- 
fect leaf about 82 feet longv the dif- 
ferent cla.ss and colored samples bo 
placed as to work out a mottled leaf. 
In other worde. the dark tobaccos will 
be ao arranged as to indicate the 
stems of the leaf, while the light or 
burloy tobaflcos will be placed In the 
Intervening spaces. This Immense 
central leaf Is to be protected by a 
railing. In two different corners of 
the display there will be hogsheads 
of tobacco showing bulk, which will 
also be covered by glasa cases.
